Security 
Council 
lifts Iraq 


United Nations, (EFIE).- 
The U.N. Security Council voted 
Thursday to lift economic sanc- 
tions imposed on Iraq nearly 13 
years ago and to give the United 
States and Britain broad authority 
over the nation's reconstruction. 

Fourteen of the council's 15 
members voted in favor of the reso- 
lution, with the Syrian delegation 
absent. 

The resolution was passed tol- 
lowing several weeks of difficult 
negotiations in which several coun- 
tries, especially opponents of the 
war, sought to maximize the U.N. 
role in Iraq's reconstruction. 

Security Council permanent 
members France and Russia had 
lobbied for a stronger role in Iraq 
for the United Nations than the one 
eventually established by the new 
resolution. The measure approved 
Thursday grants Washington and 
London great authority over Iraq's 
political and economic affairs un- 
til an internationally recognized 
Iraqi government is installed. 

“The lifting of sanctions marks 
a momentous event for the people 
of Iraq,” U.S. Ambassador John 
Negroponte said after the resolu- 
tion was approved, adding that the 
move also boded well for the fu- 
ture of the region. 

Negroponte outlined some of 
the points of the resolution, noting 
that it ensured transparency in all 
processes and called for the cre- 
ation of a development fund. 

France's ambassador, Jean- 
Marc de la Sabliere, said the reso- 
lution, while “not perfect.” sup- 
plied “a credible framework within 
which the international community 
will be able to lend support for the 
Iraqi people.” .s=

Austin, Texas, (EFE).- Press- 
ing for immigration reform, a cara- 
van of Hispanic immigrants was 
preparing Wednesday to leave the 
Texas state capital bound for Vic- 
toria, where 18 immigrants suffo- 
cated in a locked tractor trailer ear- 
hier in the month. 

“We want to pay homage 
through these victims to all those 
who died in rivers and mountains, 
more than 400 last year,” Mexicans 
in Action organizer Cristobal 
Hinojosa told EFE. 

“At the same time, we want to 
send a message to the authorities. 
Although the coyotes (traffickers) 
are to blame for the victims, the 
governments are more to blame for 
not concluding an immigration 
agreement for our people and for 
creating more poverty in our coun- 
tries,” he said.

vices as a result of the County 
budget crisis. The rally was spon- 
sored by NAMI (National Alli- 
ance for the Mentally 11) and 
SEIU Local 715. 

Proposed cuts to Mental 
Health and Drug & Alcohol ser- 
vices threaten to disrupt families 
in Santa Clara County. “Because 
of the treatment I’ve received 
I’m in college and reunited with 
my family,” said Linda Cornejo, 
a client of the County’s Treat- 

“ment Plus Care Drug & Alcohol 
program. “If the County cuts the 
program I will lose my home, 
and then soon after my job and 
children.” 

Another program facing cuts 
is Gateway Drug & Alcohol. 
Gateway phone rehab counselors 
receive referrals from hospitals, 
emergency rooms, judges and 
police, and steer people into 
treatment programs throughout 
the County.

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Muertes sin respuesta

Mayo 20, 2003 

Uno de ellos era un niño de 
siete años de edad. Un menor de 
edad quien seguramente nunca se 
imaginó que sus tiernos días ante 
la vida terminarían con la pesadilla 
que vivió al lado de sus 17 compa- 
ñeros de tragedia la semana pasada 
en Texas. 

Un niño que fue presa de la 
irresponsabilidad de quienes les 
transportaban. al dejarlo morir en 
medio de la nada. al ser abandona- 
do en un infierno del que nunca sa- 
bremos sus verdaderas dimen- 
siones. 

Como madre de Diego, mi hi- 
Jo de siete años y medio, me resulta 
muy dolorosa la noticia que una 
vez más, estremeció la vida de más 
de una docena de familias en Mé- 


xico y Centroamérica. y que ahora 
lloran la horrible muerte de sus 
seres queridos. atrapados en un 
tráiler que los traía a lo que ellos 
esperaban fuera la tierra prometida. 

Además de los muertos, fue 
necesario hospitalizar a 12 perso- 
nas, de ellas tres eran menores de 
edad. De acuerdo con la Policía del 
Condado de Victoria en Texas, al 
parecer los migrantes estuvieron 
encerrados durante día y medio en 
el tráiler. 

Aunque no es la primera vez 
que sucede una tragedia como esta, 
la muerte de este niño revivió en 
mí, como periodista y mexicana la 
urgente necesidad de que se regu- 
larize. ya de una vez por todas y 
lejos de todo juego político, el in- 
greso de la mano de obra espe- 
cialmente de origen latino que 
viene a trabajar a Estados Unidos. 

Hago énfasis en los latinos 
porque ellos son quienes enfrentan 
las peores condiciones de ingreso 
sin documentos a Estados Unidos. 
Quizá lo único “comparable” con 
esta odisea podrían ser los indocu- 
mentados chinos que a veces son 
descubiertos en cientos, viajando 
apretujados y en condiciones in- 


frahumanas en barcos en el Océano 
Pacífico. Ellos como nuestros mi- 
grantes tienen que pagar miles de 
dólares a sus captores. para que les 
hagan realidad su sueño de una 
vida mejor en Estados Unidos. 

A pesar de los llamados que 
suelen despertar las tragedias como 
la de Texas, la semana pasada 
cuando desde Washington varios 
legisladores hispanos reclamaron 
la urgencia de realizar cambios en 
la política migratoria de Estados 
Unidos, en México, el Presidente 
Vicente Fox lamentó la muerte de 
sus connacionales en el contenedor 
del tráiler abandonado en el Con- 
dado de Victoria.

Mother movement of Juarez women 
seeks justice for disappeared daughters 


Editor’s Note: The recent de- 
cision by the Mexican government 
to investigate the deaths of hun- 
dreds of young women in Ciudad 
Juarez is a victory for the mothers 
of the murdered and disappeared. 
But, writes PNS Associate Editor 
David Bacon, the mothers also say 
that until the larger social and eco- 
nomic forces surrounding Mexican 
border factories are addressed, their 
daughters will still be in danger.

Gomez Palacios, Mexico— 
Mexico's federal government has 
finally agreed to begin investigat- 
ing the deaths and disappearances 
of hundreds of young women in 
Ciudad Juarez, the largest city on 
the U.S.-Mexican border. From 
1996 to the fall of 2002, 284 
women are known to have been 
murdered, and 450 more have sim- 
ply disappeared, according to a 
group organized by their mothers, 
Our Children Must Return Home. 

At least 90 bodies have turned 
up in the desert outskirts of town, 
buried in shallow graves. Many of 
the women were raped before their 
murders. Their average age was 16; 
the youngest was only 10. 

A wave of murders this size 
would normally provoke a huge 
manhunt, but the Chihuahua au- 
thorities have been strangely reluc- 
tant to mount one. And until last 
week, the administration of Mexi- 
can President Vicente Fox was si- 
lent as well, refusing to intervene 
and saying that murder is a state 
crime under Mexican law, not a 
federal one. The mothers were en- 
raged by this inaction. 

Rosario Acosta, a mother of 
one of the disappeared women, ac- 
cused the Chihuahua prosecutors of 
trying to silence the mothers when 
they demanded action. “The state 
won't even recognize this as a seri- 


ous social problem, while at the 
same time it tries to undermine 
public support for us.” she says. 
She accused state authorities of 
covering up inaction by stirring up 
hostility toward the thousands of 
migrants who have come to Juarez 
looking for work from states in the 
south. “They claim that immigrants 
to Juarez are responsible for the in- 
creasing insecurity in our city,” 
Acosta says. 

When the state wouldn't act, 
the mothers turned to the Federal 
government. Last fall, a group 
marched from the border to Mexico 
City itself, a journey of hundreds 
of miles. The march and the media 
coverage it generated helped pres- 
sure the Fox administration to take 
action. Through the Coalition for 
Justice in the Maquiladoras and 
other cross-border networks, the 
mothers’ organization also got hu- 
man rights and women’s rights 
groups to send letters to the U.S. 
Congress, asking it to pressure 
Mexico for answers. 

Finally, in early May, Jose Luis 
Vasconcelos, the federal prosecu- 
tor in charge of organized crime, 
announced he would investigate ru- 
mors that some of the women were 
murdered in order to sell their in- 
ternal organs. This bizarre claim, 
supposedly made by a street ven- 
dor, is doubted by many observers. 
But whether true or not, the allega- 
tion of some kind of organized gang 
activity provided the legal pretext 
Fox needed to intervene. 

The mothers, however, don't 
think that a small conspiracy could 
account for such a large number of 
deaths and disappearances, espe- 
cially since an organized group 
would likely be discovered. In- 
stead, they say larger social forces 
are responsible for creating a cli- 
mate of extreme violence against 
women. Juarez has become a huge 
metropolis built on the labor of tens 
of thousands of young women in 
the maquiladoras. Overwhelm-

ingly, they are migrants who have 
traveled north from cities, small 
villages, and rural areas in central 
and southern Mexico. 

“While the city and its indus- 
try depend on them totally, they are 
important only as productive work- 
ers, not as human beings,” Acosta 
explains. “If they disappear, they 
can and will be easily replaced.” 

Government inaction, the 
mothers say, comes from a desire 
not to discourage foreign invest- 
ment in the maquiladoras. They say 
residents of the border are being 
treated as throwaway people, 
whether they're factory laborers in 
the plants or barrio residents living 
along dirt roads in cardboard 
houses with no sewers, running 
water or electricity. 

“We've opened the big door, 
our border to the U.S., in order to 
allow big multinationals — more 
than 400 of them — to settle in our 
city.” Acosta says. “We give them 
a permit to do absolutely anything. 
They don't have to guarantee the 


most elementary aspects of life, | 


from wages women can live on, to 
basic service in our communities, 
or even just security measures so 
their female workers can commute 
back and forth safely from their 
homes.” 

Acosta says that many of the 
women are so poor they must con- 
centrate primarily on their own ba- 
sic survival. “These women have 
been vulnerable to assassinations 
and disappearances precisely be- 
cause they are blind to their rights, 
due to their economic situation,” 
she says. 

It's not enough, the mothers 
charge, to simply find the culprits 
responsible for the murders and dis- 
appearances. There must be a 
change in the economic and politi- 
cal status of the women of the 
maquiladoras, so that they can pro- 
tect themselves and stop the vio- 
lence.<=

President Bush characterized 
the May 12 suicide bombing in 
Riyadh, Saudi Arabia, as being car- 
ried out by “killers whose only 
faith is hate.” In fact, the devastat- 
ing attack was a calculated, politi- 
cal act that was probably not or- 
chestrated by al Qaeda and not di- 

| rected primarily against the United 
| States. 

A thorough understanding of 

| the incident — a repeat of a simi- 
lar attack that took place in 1995 
— might help the United States to 
act in a responsible and measured 
| manner. 

Both the recent bombings and 
the 1995 attack were made against 
the same target. This was the 
Vinnell Corp., a Fairfax, Va., com- 
pany recently acquired by 
Northrop-Grumman that trains the 
80,000 member Saudi Arabian Na- 
| tional Guard under the supervision 

of the U.S. Army. 
Why Vinnell? 

The Vinnell operation repre- 
sents everything that is wrong with 
| the U.S.-Saudi relationship in the 
eyes of anti-monarchist revolution- 
| aries. The corporation, which em- 
ploys ex-military and CIA person- 
nel, has close connections with a 
series Of U.S. administrations, in- 
cluding the current one. It has had 
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a contractual relationship to train 
the Saudi Arabian National Guard 
since 1975. The corporation was 
instrumental in the American 
“Twin Pillars” strategy, whereby 
both the Saudi Arabian regime and 
the Shah of Iran would serve as 
U.S. surrogates in the Gulf region 
to protect American interests 
against the possible incursion of 
the Soviet Union. 

Even before the first Gulf War, 
when the United States established 
a formal military presence in Saudi 
Arabia, Vinnell was a “stealth” 
military presence in the Kingdom. 
It was seen as a military coloniz- 
ing force. The Saudi Arabian Na- 
tional Guard, by extension, was 
seen as a de-facto American mili- 
tary force. 

Additionally, the Guard has 
the specific duty of protecting the 
Saudi Royal Family. which the 
revolutionaries see as corrupt. 
Without the National Guard. the 
family would be weakened, per- 
haps to the point of dissolution. 

Thus, since the Vinnell opera- 
tion looks to revolutionaries like a 
body of United States-sponsored 
mercenaries shoring up the Na- 
tional Guard, and by extension, the 
royal family, striking the Vinnell 
operation is a logical strategy to 
damage the Saudi regime. 

There is another reason for at- 
tacking Vinnell. The dissidents 
know that the United States has 
agreed to withdraw the 5,000 
troops stationed at the Saudi Ara- 
bian Prince Sultan Air Force Base. 
However. the withdrawal would 
not cover the Vinnell contract em- 
ployees, who presumably will stay 
in Saudi Arabia and keep propping 
up the regime. Since the revolu- 


tionaries want all Americans out of 
Saudi Arabia, they are looking to |

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Senado aprueba estudio sobre 
armas nucleares de baja potencia 


Washington, D.C. (EFE).- El 
Senado de EE.UU. aprobó el martes 
la suspensión de una medida que 
prohibía durante diez años la in- 
vestigación sobre armas nucleares 
de baja potencia. 

La medida, pedida por el 
secretario de Defensa de EE.UU., 
Donald Rumsfeld, fue aprobada por 
51 votos a favor y 43 en contra, pese 
a las advertencias de senadores 
demócratas que advirtieron que 
puede conducir a una carrera ar- 
mamentista y a aumentar el peligro 
de un conflicto nuclear. 

Fuentes legislativas indicaron 
que los senadores continuarán 
analizando el tema para tomar una 
decisión de prohibir el desarrollo de 
esas armas aun cuando se permita 
su Investigación. 

La votación se Hevo a cabo des- 
pues de que Rumsfeld pidiese al 
Congreso que apruebe la inves- 
tigación y el desarrollo de ese po 
de armas concebidas para destruir 
arsenales químicos y biológicos 

En una reunión con periodistas, 
Rumsteld afirmó que el interes del 
Pentágono no supone una intención 
de desarrollar ese tipo de armas 

“Se trata de un estudio. No es 
nada más que eso. No se trata de 
fabricar. de instalar o de usar” ese 
tipo de armas. aseguró Rumsteld en 
momentos en que la iniciativa se

Lainvestigacion y el desarrollo 
de armas nucleares de baja potencia 
están prohibidos por el Congreso.

He estado manejando elevados niveles de estrés. 
por problemas de trabajo y de familia. Nunca he sido 
una persona enferma y ahora tengo indigestión fre- 
cuentemente y he ganado peso. ¿Es cierto que el estrés 
puede producir enfermedades? Ana María. Los An- 
geles, CA 

-Estimada Ana María: 

Por millones de años. la respuesta fisiológica del 
estrés, nos ayudó en la conservación de la especie. 
Los episodios de estrés en nuestros ancestros eran oca- 
sionales. a diferencia de la vida moderna. en que do- 
cenas de situaciones diarias nos producen estres y el 
cuerpo “no sabe”. que no es una situación de vida o 
muerte y responde con toda la carga de hormonas. 
como si lo fuera. Nos peleamos con el jefe. nuestro 
corazón se acelera. pero no tenemos para dónde correr. 
Después de la oficina, nos encontramos con la hora 
“pico”, vamos tarde a la reunión de la escuela, hay 
que comprar algunas cosas para la cena y el bebé está 
resfriado. Y para agravar el cuadro. situaciones 
placenteras como una boda. o el recibir una promoción 
en el trabajo, también pueden producir la respuesta de 
estrés. No hay tiempo para aliviar el estrés. y esto es 
lo que nos pasa con el estrés crónico. 

Las pupilas se dilatan. los latidos del corazón se 
aceleran y la presión arterial se eleva (se mantendrá 
elevada por largos períodos. que a largo plazo puede 
tener consecuencias en el sistema cardiovascular y 
circulatorio). La circulación de la sangre se concentra 
en áreas de necesidad inmediata como el músculo y el 
hígado (provoca problemas en el aparto digestivo). La 
glucosa (azúcar) que se libera a la sangre como 
respuesta normal al estrés. no es utilizada de inmediato 
(no hay para dónde correr) y es depositada como grasa 
en el tejido graso (contribuye a la obesidad). la grasa 
(ácidos grasos) que el hígado libera se utiliza de in- 
mediato, puede depositarse en las paredes de las 
arterias (aterosclerosis). Y por último. las glándulas 
adrenales, encargadas no sólo de producir las 
hormonas del estrés (adrenalina y cortisol), sino más

de 150 diferentes hormonas, se agotan. y diversos 
Órganos y sistemas se verán afectados. 

Otros síntomas físicos comunes en el estrés son: 
fatiga. insomnio. dolor en los músculos del cuello y 
la espalda (debido a la contracción muscular). 
pérdida de apetito o, por el contrario, comer en 
exceso y bruxismo (contraer los músculos de la 
mandíbula y rechinar los dientes al dormir). Los 
síntomas psicológicos incluyen ansiedad, irrita- 
bilidad. pesimismo. reclusión e incapacidad de con- 
centrarse 

En resumen. el estrés afecta el aparato 
circulatorio. sistema inmunológico y el sistema 
endocrino (sistema hormonal). 

Consejos para el tratamiento del estrés 

La relajación ayuda muchísimo en el con- 
trol del estrés. Se pueden aplicar disciplinas como 
el yoga o ejercicios de relajación controlados (casetes 
o grupos de relajación). que deben practicarse du- 
rante al menos 15 minutos cada día. 

— Una buena nutrición es fundamental en el 
control del estrés. Evite los alimentos procesados 
(enlatados, en paquete, harina blanca, etc.). agregar 
ala dieta frutas y verduras frescas. así como cereales 
y arroz integrales. 

Se recomienda realizar ejercicio aeróbico. 
como caminar. Este tipo de actividad baja los niveles 
hormonales que provocan el aumento de la 
frecuencia cardíaca. da sensación de bienestar y re- 
duce la ansiedad y la depresión. Se recomienda 
caminar durante 30 minutos tres veces por semana. 
el uso de la

Washington, (EFE).- Uno de 
cada cinco adolescentes en EE.UU. 
ha tenido relaciones sexuales antes 
de los 15 años. y para estos el sexo 
oral es parte importante de tales 
contactos íntimos, según una en- 
cuesta que divulgó esta semana la 
Fundación Kaiser para la Familia. 

El estudio realizado entre 
jóvenes de 11 a 19 años de edad 
encontró que para muchos adoles- 
centes los asuntos relacionados con 
la salud sexual —desde las enfer- 
medades venéreas a los embarazos 
no deseados — son más importantes 
que cualquier otro tema. 

“Cuatro de cada cinco ado- 
lescentes y adultos jóvenes. in- 
cluido el 79 por ciento de los que 
no tienen actividad sexual. dicen 
que les preocupa personalmente la 
forma en que la salud sexual les 
afecta a ellos”, indicó el informe. 

Más de ocho de cada 10 ado-

Denver, (EFE).- Un número 
desproporcionado de latinos está 
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infectado de hepatitis C y no lo 
sabe. Y la mayoria de los que ya 
fueron diagnosticados aun no 
el tratamiento necesario, 
afirmó en Denver el Dr. Marcelo 
Kugelmas, del Centro de Ciencias 
de la Salud de la Universidad de 
Colorado en esta ciudad. 

Segtin Kugelmas, el estudio 
realizado por el Centro Nacional de 
Hepatitis (NHC) sobre la inciden- 
cia de la hepatitis C en la poblacion 
en general no incluyó a las lla-

de hígado”, dijo Kugelmas. “Unos 
cuatro millones de estadouni- 
denses, entre ellos 670.000 latinos, 
están infectados, y unos 10.000 
mueren cada año. Lo triste es que 
se trata de una enfermedad que se 
puede prevenir y curar”. 
Basándose en lo que describió 
“evidencia anecdótica e 
impresiones personales tras 15 años 
de servicio”, este médico de origen 
argentino sostuvo que los hispanos 


como 


son más afectados por la hepatitis 
C, aunque aún no existen datos 
específicos que den las razones. 

“Puede tratarse de la cultura, 
o puede tratarse de algo genético. 
Lo -cierto es que cuando se diag- 
nostica a un latino con hepatitis C, 
la enfermedad por lo general ya está 
avanzada, es decir, se tarda más en 
diagnosticar a los hispanos. Y, por 
supuesto, eso complica todo el tra- 
tamiento”, comentó. 

De hecho, más del 80 por 
ciento de quienes comienzan a 
tratarse en el primer año de contraer 
la enfermedad sobreviven por lo 
menos diez años. Pero menos del 
30 por ciento llega a vivir una 
década más si espera tres años para 
empezar a tratarse. 

El problema, dijo Kugelmas, 
radica en que la hepatitis C es “muy 
lenta. Las personas que ahora 
estamos tratando se infectaron hace 
20 años, cuando no existían las 
medidas de prevención ni los 
remedios que ahora tenemos” 
explicó. 

Para este especialista, varios 
“factores interconectados” hacen 
que los latinos no sean diagnos- 
ticado o tratados. 

Los dos factores principales 
son las creencias culturales de los 
pacientes hispanos y los prejuicios 
de los médicos, que hacen que los 
primeros no busquen ayuda y los 
segundos no la ofrezcan. 

A ellos se les agrega el alc- 
oholismo y la obesidad entre his- 
panos. Pero además existen fac- 
tores económicos y educacionales 
que les impiden a los latinos acce- 
der a servicios de salud.<=>
